Con.sumers may expect at lensl on 
much sugar In the flnt nine monUu 
of 1043 as ihn present biwlc rations 
OP A sold today, ".provided' the 
shipping outlook docs not take a 
radical turn for Uie worse." 

Tlie bnslc ration for hour^hold 
consumers Is eight ouncrs a week, 
and 70 per cent ot I0« ui* " 
Industrial ui,ers. 

Ration altowtuicca for the rem 
dcr of the year, the office of price 
admlnlotratlon said, are being 
gauged to provide a supply ot at 
lea.U 3JOO,000 tons of sugar Jan. 
1. 1043. 

Ilarold H. Rowe, dilcf of the OPA 
food rationing division, under wliaie 
dlrccUon Uic report was prepared, 
said that It the slilpplng situation 
'■turns out to be better than we now 
have the right to expect, or if the 
distribution la less' than expected." 
any excess sugar can be distributed 
OS a bonus, or extra allowance to 
cons um era. 

Rowe estimated tliat In order to 
maintain tJie minimum ration 
tJirough the first nine monlJia ot 
1043 the dl-itrlbullon of 4,173,000 tons 
of sugar would be required, -but tlmt 
an additional B3D,000 tons must bo 
kept In tlie nation's sugar larder to 
Insure an adequate supply tn all sec- 
Uona of tlie country.

Selective Service Looms to 
Provide More Men for Navy 



WAamUGTON. Aug. 13 (II.R>— Of- 
ficial sources said today they expicct 
the navy to caU upon^ele«Uve serv- 
ice ahorUy to provide men for the 
expanding fleet. 

These offlchUa, who ore outside 
the navy, said they would not be 
surprised If the request were made 
wlthhi the next (10 to DO days. 

Naval officials said the advisabil- 
ity of such a move has been under 
study but that no acUon was con- 
templated at present. The navy now 
relies wholly on voluntary cnlUt- 
menU to man lU rapidly -expanding 
cfltabllahmeaL >■ ^ * 

The navy has felt for a lortg thne 
that the volunteer syaUm provides 
unifOTTnlp-hetter men than would be 
available Under kIccUvb service. 



Approximately 13,500 selectees 
were Inducted into the navy near 
the end of the last war. For a few 
months In lOtB voluntary enlist- 
ments were suspended, but they were 
restored In December of that year. 

When the present selective serv- 
ice system was Inaugurated and 
men were required to serve for only 
a year, naval ottlchils contended that 
they could not use selectees because 
It took at least that length of time 
to train a man for service aboard 
shipa. Now. however, selectees must 
serve toi* the duration. 

Before the navy could ask for 
selectees It would have to get a pres- 
idential ortlcr^Huch an order, naval 
officials said, has not been asked

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TAYLOR "ROPES" THE NOMINATION 
Now that tho smoke of the Idaho primary 
smiidBc has about died away, there arc several 
conclusions which by now the malorlty of 
tho people of the state have probably drawn 
for themselves. 

The nomlnotlnB election had one outstand- 
ing fcaturo: The farce which wound up fn a 
tragedy In the Ucmocnits' Ilve-corncred race 
for U. S. senator. 

We boast of no particular political wisdom 
in our previous prediction that Glen Taylor, 
horseback campalKnlng showman, would win 
tho Democratic nomination for U. S. ficnator 
over such men na Judge James R, Bothwcll, 
Charle.-i C. Go.ssctt and P. M.- BL-itllnc. It wns 
an outcome that appeared highly probable 
iiom the start, because at least these three 
of Taylor's four opponents are all well known 
In Idaho and their support was naturally 
divided. 

To the discredit of the cllciuc-ridden Demo- 
cratic party In Idaho, it can be said that Its 
leaders completely muffed tho ball with their 
Individualistic ambitions. Instead of meeting 
on common ground and trying to keep the 
number of Taylor opponenti at a minimum, 
they staged another characterl.^tlc Iree-for- 
all that laid tho party's I'cputation wide open. 
As a result they have chosen a candidate viho 
could make laughing stock of the state If he's 
elected. 

If Taylor had commanded anything like a 
majority of all the Democratic votes cast for 
IT. S. senator, !{ would be a dltfprent story, but 
at the time this comment Is being written ho 
had received only 8,835 of the 28,888 total 
votes cast. Of these 28,888 voters', more than 
20,000 were not in favor ol the singing cowboy, 
but they now have him bearing their stan- 
dard nevertheless. 

Fortunately for Idalio, no such travesty de- 
veloped In the Republican 'race for senator, 
and as o result Taylor will be opposed In the 
general election by John Thomas who now 
holds that position in Washington, Only by 
voting for Thomas can the Republicans and 
Democrats now save their state from embar- 
rassing representation. 

So far as tjic race for governor was con- 
cerned, the state was again fortunate because 
It so happened that all three candidates seek- 
ing the office— Gov. Chase A. Clark, Demo- 
crat, and C. A. Bottolfsen and W. H. Dctwcller, 
Republicans, are capable men. 

If there was any lesson to bo learned In tho 
primory election by leaders of the Republi- 
can party. It was that their prejudices ogalnst 
Bottolfsen over patronage and similar issues, 
were not borne out by tho rank and file of 
Idaho Republicans who gave former Governor 
Bottolfsen a substantial vote. 

Aside from politics, and from the stand- 
point of the people generally, the big Issue In 
the general election will bo whether Idaho 
should be represented in the U. 3. senate by 
an experienced, capable and conservative 
man like John Thomas, or by an Inexperi- 
enced, incapable and yippee kl-yl Individual 
like Glen Taylor. 

Another important Issue, from the same 
standpoint, will be whether the state prefers 
to keep Henry Dworshak In congress, or to 
supplant him with the Democratic political 
portnnial, Ira H. Masters. 



AN APPEAL TO HOUSEWIVES 
C. C. Anderson, stale OPA director, has 
made a timely appeal to all Idaho housewives, 
urging them' to home-can a full supply of 
fruits and vegetables as' a vital contribution 
to tho nation's war effort. 

"EVery Jar of home-canned fruit which 
your family uses leaves a can of commercially 
packed fruit for our armed forces and allies." 
Mr. Anderson explains. "Not a pound of this 
year's fruits or vegetables that can be con- 
served through canning, drying, freezing or 
processing In any manner, should bo permlt- 
tod to go to waste. The government's needs 
for novy, army and lend-lease use arc con- 
stantly growing and the portions which it Is 
compelled to requisition are increasingly 
more. Food has definitely become a weapon 
of war. Home canning Is one of the best means 
of conserving needed food supplies." 

In issuing his appeal, Mr. Anderson ex- 
plains that new sugar rationing Instructions 
Irom OPA in Washington now make It pos- 
sible for homemakors of Idaho to secure any 
reasonable amounts of sugar for home can- 
ning or freezing. Although the Times-News 
has already published these new instructions 
In detail, anyone who is still in doubt may get 
complete Information from the local ration- 
ing board. 

Every house wife wlU be pcrlorming a pa- 
. trldtlc service by putting up a full pack of 
trult and vegetables. There Is only one re- 
striction, and that is reasonable': Do not waste 
sugar, because it also plays an important part 
In our war effort.

RUBBEia P0UT1C8 

Few experiences since .Uie beginning ot the war 
have been more damaging to pubUo morale than tho 
bickering at tho national capital about rubber. And 
there has been no more flagrant examplo ot congres- 
sional Interference with a purely executive respons- 
ibility than In the final pa.i3agc by tho house of rep- 
resentaUvea Mdoy of the bill which would compel the 
government to revise Its synUietlc rubber production 
program lo use a larger quantity of farm products as 
the base raw material. 

Tho congressional form bloc may be enUrely correct 
In Its contention that It would be better to produce 
butadiene from grain alcohol, which Involves tho 
conversion of farm cropo. than from petroleum. The 
pubUc docsnt know and. for that matter, neither does 
congress. Hie farm atotes. Including Idaho, hare a 
selllsh economic Interest tn the new market for crops 
which might be created by this process: But they 
reoUre that the decision must bo based on disinterested, 
scientific opinion as lo what Is the most feasible pro-' 
cess under wartime conditions, not as lo who wotild 
profit most by the project. The country as a whole Is 
not concerned about the method of supplying a rub- 
ber deficiency, but It Is doeplj concerned about speed 
and efficiency, with cost as » secondary consIderaUon, 
What tho American people wont Is rubber to assure 
victory, OS soon oa poatible, with due regard for the 
fact that civilian economy depends to rubber. 

Tlie people look to the executive branch of the 
govenuaent, not congress, to satisfy their demand. 
Tney do not Uka the Idea of congreu buttUig hi and 
usurping the execuUTe'funcUoila and responsl bill ties 
Jn ttoU crlUcal and delicate production problem. If a 
poUUcally-mlnded congma U (Olnff to take over the 
Job of juanlni the war, men? oo us/-L«wutoQ Trt-

"I was Just coming off Uie night 
nhllt at 6:30 ii. m, June 3 when the 
sirens sounded ond t looktd up and 
.now Uir Japoncse planes overhead," 
he declorctl. "I made tor an lin 
provLeil shelter and hsd barely 
reached Uicrc when the first bomb 
struck— about 000 teet from m 
wn.in't lUt by Uie buriUng shrap- 
nel but soma nearby bulldlnas were 
dnmngcd.
